Revenue bureau regulations pro- 
mulgated February 6 provide that 
after May 1 producers of near-beer 
will have to qualify as “industrial 
distillers,’’ since the business of 
brewing, it was said, cannot be rec- 
ognized under the act of November 
21, 1918, forbidding the use of grain, 
cereals, fruits or other food prod- 
ucts in the production of fermented 
malt liquors after that date. Under 
this regulation, makers of near-beer 
would be considered technically as 
producers of alcohol with the bever- 
age as a by-product. 

Commissioner Roper said he knew 
‘specifically of no federal law or 
court decision prescribing one-half 
of one per cent as the limit of al- 
coholic content for non-intoxicating 
beer.

Anti-Saloon league leaders are 
depending upon the specific men- 
tion of beer and wine in the war- 
time prohibition act to make it 
unnecessary to prove that beer is 
intoxicating in order to prevent its 
sale after July 1.

JACKSON IN FAVOR 
OF HARDING PLAN 


Georgia Department of 
Agriculture Will Co- 
operate in Organizing 
Selling End of Cotton 
Business. 


To further the plan suggested by 
Governor W. P. G. Harding, of the 
federal reserve board, fo organize 
the selling end of the cotton busi- 
ness in conjunction with the produc- 
tion of raw cotton, the state de- 
partment of agriculture, through L 
B. Jackson, director of the market 
bureau of this department, on Tues- 
day offered to lend its co-operation 
and assistance. 

Following the statement from sev- 
eral of the representative cotton 
buyers of Atlanta that they did not 
exactly understand Mr. Harding's 
plan, the state department offered 
to arrange to have Mr. Harding 
speak to those interested in the plan 
at a meeting to be held in Atlanta 
at some date to be announced later. 
Mr. Jackson stated that the Georgia 
agricultural department is delight- 
ed to see that Mr. Harding is inter- 
ested in the organization of a cor- 
poration of southern farmers and 
business interest to handle the sell- 
ing end of the south’s cotton crop. 

Mr. Jackson’s Statement. 

The statement from Mr. Jackson 
follows: 

“The Georgia state department of agricul- 
ture is delighted to see that Mr. Harding 
is so earnestly interested in the organiza- 
tion of a corporation of southern farmers 
and southern business interests to handle 
the selling end of the south’s cotton crop. 
Several weeks ago the Georgia department 
of agriculture undertook a movement along 
the same line. Quite a large number of 
prominent farmers, bankers and business 
men of Georgia held a meeting in the office 
of Commissioner Brown and discussed the 
matter at length. A similar meeting was 
held in Columbia, 8. C. 

‘The fact that a banker of such eminent 
standing as Mr. Harding, who is a southern 
man thoroughly familiar with the interests 
of southern cotton producers, is advocating 
a southern cotton corporation, foreshadows, 
in my judgment, the early and successful 
consummation of the movement. Mr. Hard- 
ing very accurately points out the essential 
weakness of the southern cotton industry 
when he says that all of our energies are 
devoted to production without any organized 
effort in the selling end of the business. 
The plan suggested by Mr. Harding differs 
in some details from the plan put forward 
by the Georgia department of agriculture, 
but these are not important. The main fact 
is that Mr. Harding has sounded the key- 


note of advanced southern thought on this 
subject. His plan sect our plan both have 
mind the same object. 
the Georgia department of agriculture 
would be glad to undertake to assemble in 
Atlanta a representative conference of south- 
ern farmers, merchants and bankers to hear 
an address by Mr. Harding. In all prob- 
ability it would be feasible at such a con- 
ference to secure a general agreement as 
to the details of a plan, and the actual 
organization of the corporation would then 
follow as a natural consequence. We fecl 
that the southern cotton farmers have a 
friend of great ability and vision in Mr. 
Harding, and we hope that he will con- 
tinue the efforts he is making in their be- 


half.’’

Mrs. Annie Meredith, the Campbell 
home matron, said on the stand that 
she heard the cries after the door 
was shut, and the father of the boy, 
J. W. Stevens, who said he was 
working at the home at the time, 
testified that his son bled from the 
whipping. 

Campbell denied these charges on 
the stand, saying he merely “draw 
the boy’s clothes tight to make it 
sting.’’ 

In the first case against him, on 
which the jury had not rendered 
a verdict last night, Campwei: was 
charged by May Hozey, who now 
resides -with her mother at 315% 
Peters street, with “improper con- 
duct” to her. She told of suffering 
bruises about the body at his hands. 

Mrs. Campbell's 12-year-old son, 
Henry Gaddy, said on the stand that 
the little girl received the injuries 
from a nail when she tried to craw 
out of a wagon. Campbell also de- 
nied these charges. 

When Mrs. Campbell was convict- 
ed Tuesday on the charge of cruelty 
to Sally Clayton, a four-year-old 
girl, who was formerly an inmate 
of the orphanage home, she declared 
that she was never crazy, and would 
tell the truth, if it broke her neck. 

Scores the Solicitor.

Charles N. Culver, who is acting 
superintendent, and who has taken 
charge of the schools, administer- 
ing the affairs of the system sinca 
the resignation of Mr. Wardlaw last 
summer, has gained the confidence 
and admiration of the school board, 
the principals, the teachers and 
others connected with the school 
department, and the fact that he 
was given an assistant in the per- 
son of Professor Gilmer Siler, who 
was Monday-afternoon named act- 
ing assistant superintendent, is 
taken by many as an indication 
that the majority of the board of 
education regard Mr. Culver and 
his work with confidence and it 
has been predicted many times that 
Mr. Culver would be named as su- 
perintendent at the May election. 

Some Do Not Favor Woman, 

Members of the board of educa- 
tion have stated to The Constitu- 
tion city hall reporter that they 
would not favor the placing of Miss 
Smith or any other woman in su- 
preme command of the school sys- 
tem of the city and several of them 
have indicated a preference for Mr. 
Culver for the superintendent’s 
place. 

The fact remains, however, that 
a big and a very concerted move- 
ment is on foot to make it possi- 
ble for the office of superintendent 
to be held by a woman, and it is 
equally true that hundreds of men 
and women in Atlanta are favor- 
able to the appointment of Miss 
Smith for the place. The mayor 
and council have accepted an in- 
vitation to be present on April 
11, at the Auditorium, when the 
question of changing the city char- 
ter of Atlanta will be discussed. 
This meeting, it is declared, will 
be under the auspices of the suf- 
fragists of the city and it is ex- 
pected that it will be a most in- 
teresting session. 

Contemplate Naming Woman. 

It is a generally expressed con- 
viction that the plans of the suf- 
fragists contemplate the naming of 
Miss Smith, or some other woman, 
for high places in the school sys- 
tem. 

Miss Smith, who is now with the 
Red Cross, has been urged by Mayor 
Key and many others, to return to 
Atlanta and take up again her 
school work here, but as yet it is 
understood no definite reply has 
been received from her regarding 
the matter. 

While in charge of the interme- 
diate grades of the Atlanta public 
schools, Miss Smith, a Georgia girl. 
demonstrated her ability as an or- 
ganizer and an executive, and she 
has many admirers in the city who 
believe she would command the 
entire school system with effi- 
ciency. 

Miss Smith returned to Georgia 
from Chicago, where she held a 
most important position, and her 
work in Atlanta before joining the 
Red Cross made for her many 
friends and admirers.

‘French Countess 


_ Visits Her‘ Boys’ 


From ‘Overseas’ 


Atlanta has had many distin- 
guished visitors in the past, but 
none more welcome than the little 
Eaench countess who has mothered 
the men of the Eighty-second divi- 
sion and the nurses of the Emory 
unit, and who came to Atlanta yes- 
terday. to search for “her boys”’— 


the ountess Constanc: Hilyer de 
Caen,.of Orleans, France. 

At 24 East Fourth street she 
found one of the boys to whom she 
had acted as god-mother while he 
soared above the battlefialds of 
France; in Lieutenant Theo Davis, 
and in the home of Willis Davis, 
with whom Lieutenant Davis re- 
sides, the little countess, who was 
sent to America for rest after four 
years of strenuous work among th:> 
French and American armies, told 
how she had kissed eight hundred 
and sixty-five American 
‘just to remind them of mother 
home.” 


Visits Humble Home. 


Onthe maternal side she is a de- 
scendant of two British brigadier 
generals—Sir James and Sir Charles 
Hilyer; on the paternal sfde she is a 
descendant of two French generals, 
but she told of visiting last week 
the home of one of the American 
boys she knew in France, who lived 
in a single room and had but one 
bed. “I was miserable,” says th2 
gracious little countess, “and I could 
not sleep because I wondered where 
the family were resting, but they 
were the parents of one of my boys, 
and had invited me, and I loved them 
and enjoyed the visit, even if they 
were poor.” 

She is a very little woman, about 
thirty-five years of age, with 
black hair, with a streak of gray, 
black eyes and an ever-present 
smile. She mixes her English with 
a touch of French that makes her 
conversation charming. 

She told of leaving her home at 
Orleans at the outbreak of the war 
and following the armies to cheer 
the sons of France, and when the 
Americans came she cheered and 
comforted them. She says she has 
written tens of thousands of let- 
ters to mothers in America. The 
French soldiers- knowing her title 
never nicknamed her, but the Amer- 
ican doughboy whom she kissed and 
petted dubbed her “Little Mother,” 
and she says that she wants to bear 
that title the rest of her life.

“Many are insane and still watch 
for the Boches and thousands have 
been inoculated with the tubercu- 
losis germ, and cannot be allowed 
to return to their homes.” 

She was very closely associated 
with the men of the Eighty-second 
division and told The Constitution 
reporter, who interviewed her, to 
tell Atlanta mothers that the con- 
duct of their sons abroad was un- 
reproachable. 

She left last night for Rock Hill, 
N. C., to visit another of “her boys.” 
From there she will go to Washing- 
ton and sail for France during the 
middle of April.

What is the matter with state leg- 
islatures? The question comes up 
regularly every two years, for the | 
public at large always has plenty of 
cause for complaining. Freak laws, | 
extravagant appropriations, waste | 
of time in personal bickerings, fail- | 
ure to insist on businesslike conduct 
of state affairs—these charges are 
always being laid at the door of 
every legislature. 

Isn't it possible that the fault lies | 
with the attitude of the average | 
state legislator toward his job? It 
seems quite plain from weeks of 
reading seSsion reports from various | 
states that he takes himself and his! 
opinions much too seriously, and the | 
broad needs of the people too light- 
ly. In legislative speeches there is} 
entirely too much of the first person | 
singular. The outcome of a contro- | 
versy is made to hinge on personal | 
preferences and prejudices of men 
who can not see beyond their own! 
boundaries of opinion. That the 
making of laws ought to depend 
on public needs -instead of private, 
biases does not often seem to oc- 
cur to them. 

Occasionally one finds a state leg- 
islator who is able to see himself 
in relation to his community, his | 
community in relation to the state, | 
and the state in relation to the 
great currents of the time, But not 
often. If there were more such men 
we might have less of the kind of 
law-making that has given state 
legislatures such doubtful repute.

Willard Weighs 270 and 
Dempsey 197—Place and 
Referee to Be Announced 
in April. 


New York, March 18.—At an in- 
formal conference herve tonight the 
managers of Jess Willard and Jack 
Dempsey discussed the heavyweight 
championship contest scheduled for 
July 4 with Promoter Tex Rickard 
preparatory to arranging for pre- 
liminary training. Willard was 
represented by Ray Archer, while 
Dempsey’s plans were explained by 
Jack Kearns. 

Both managers stated they were 
in this city prepared to engage 


eparring partners for their prin-. 


cipals and each carried a list of 
heavyweight boxers from which it 
Was expected they would be select- 
ed. Archer said he was prepared 
to take at least two such helpers 
back to Lawrence, Kan., with him 
when he leaves for Willard’s home 
town at the end of the week. 
Willard Begins Work. 

According to the champion’s man- 
ager, Willard has already begun 
light physical work and is a trifle 
below 270 pounds in weight. He is 
particularly desirous of getting 
sparring partners of about the 
height and weight of Dempsey, 
and in order to be acceptable they 
must be fast, hard hitting, two- 
handed punchers. Willard will not 
use the heavy type of partner with 
whom he trained when he was pre- 
paring for Johnson in Havana. 

The champion will do ali of his 
work at his home in Lawrence un- 
til six weeks before the bout, when, 
according to the terms of his con- 
tract with Rickard, he will move to 
the scene of the titular battle. In 
the interim, however, Willard will 
find time to star in a moving’ pic- 
ture drama in which he will ap- 
pear as the hero. He will be filmed 
doing his actual training work, 
will take part in a ring battle and 
presumably will at some stage of 
the picture rescue the beautiful 
heroine from impending danger. 
Willard’s stipend for submitting 
himself to the camera will be $100,- 
000, it is reported.

Position of Knee. 


If vour bal! lies on the bank of | 


a bunker, don’t put your knee on 
the bank.

0. MARKET EASIER 

DURING MOST OF THE DAY 
New Orleans, March 18.—During 
the greater part of the session today 
the cotton market had an easy tone 
and there were times when selling 
was general as the result of a vari- 
ety of features, chief among which 
were reports ofa weaker spot situa- 
tion and accounts of better weather 
conditions in the western belt. 

Offerings late in the day were 
increased by predictions of 12,000,- 
000 bales in the final census bureau 
report on ginning, due the first 
thing Thursday morning, and by ru- 
mors of fresh labor troubles in Eng- 
land. Lowest prices came toward 
the close, when old contracts were 
43 to 70 points under the final prices 
of yesterday, and new contracts 55 
to 70 under. Closing quotatioas 
showed net losses of 39 to 60 points 
on old contracts and 46 to 59 points 
on the new. 

In the early trading there were 
recessions of about a quarter of a 
cent a pound, but toward the middle 
of the morning the market firmed 
up rapidly, mainly as the result of 
continued accounts of a higher and 
active dry goods market, but sup- 
port was soon withdrawn and the 
market quickly softened. At the 
highest the old contracts were 10 
to 14 points over yesterday’s close, 
and new contracts were 8 to 15 over. 
New May traded up to 24.78 at the 
highest, from which it fell to 24.00 
in the afternoon.

APATHY PERIODS 
MARKED TRADING 


Activity Was Most Mark- 
ed in Final Hour When 
Temporary Demand for 
High-Grade Rails In- 
fused Strength in Gen- 
eral List. 


New York, March 18.—Trading on 
the stock exchange today was note- 
worthy chiefly for the fact that the 
early and intermediate sessions 
were punctuated by frequent periods 
of apathy, in striking contrast to 
the high pressure of the past fort- 


| night. 


Activity was most marked in the 
final hour, when a temporary de- 
mand for high grade rails infused 
strength to the general list, but this 
inquiry flattened out when other 
leaders reacted 1 to almost 5 points 
on obvious selling for profits and 
offerings for the short account. 

Accompanying the intermittent 
dullness were surface indications 
the recent speculative whirl had run 
its course for a while and certain 
branches of the list had become what 
is technically known as “stale.’’ 

Not only was the marked move- 
ment less sustained, but the scope 
of the trading also experienced a 
pronounced contraction, concentrat- 
ing to an unusual extent in special- 
ties of the secondary, or less im- 
portant groups. 

Apart from shippings, which were 
particularly conspicuous with At- 
lantic Gulf at an extreme advance 
of 5 points and Marine preferred’s 
gain of 444, unwonted activity was 
displayed by minor equipments and 
low priced motors and oils, again 
including Sinclair.

Provisions are made for penaliz- 
ing teachers for tardiness and for in- 
excusable absences from class- 
rooms, but the rules are based upon 
reason, and present no drastic reg- 
ulations by which th: teachers must 
be governed. 

The new rules set the month of 
May for the election of a superin- 
tendent, and the teachers are to b2 
elected in June, the month follow- 
ing, in each year. 


Oppose Corporal Punishment. 


The rules, in dealing with the 
relations of the teachers with chii- 
dren, frown upon corporal punish- 
ment, and declare it must not be ad- 
ministered except where all other 
modes of punishment have failed. 
Teachers must not whip children in 
cases were parents or guardians 
have written objections, but in case 
of obstreperous children, the child 
may be sent home if it cannot be 
controlled with other means than 
whipping. 

In case of a teacher having to ad- 
minister a whipping, the new rules 
say that it must be done in the 
presence of a principal, or in case 
the principal administers the whip- 
ping, a teacher must be present. It 
is also provid:3d that written re- 
ports must be made to the superin- 
tendent about whippings, stating the 
reasons therefor, the teacher or prin- 
cipal administering the whipping, 
the witnes: and th2 date. The name 
of the chiid must also be reported. 

The new rules cover the conduct 
of the teachers, the principals and 
the children, and are much like th> 
rules generally made for public 
school systems.

WAR-TIME INSURANCE 
TO STANDARD FORMS 


Washington, March 18.—Secretary 
Glass today approved regulations 
governing conversion of soldiers’ 
and sailors’ war-time insurance to 
standard forms of government life 
insurance. The policies will be ready 
for issuance soon and the work of 


issuing and maintaining the policies 
is expected to make the war risk 
bureau the largest life insurance 
agency in the world. 

A tregsury announcement  ex- 
plained that the forms of policies 
which may be obtained at option in 
exchange for term insurance or war 
time are: Ordinary life, twenty- 
payment life, thirty-payment life, 
twenty-year endowment, thirty-year 
endowment, and endowment payable 
at the age of 62. 

“The premium retes for these 
converted policies are lower than 
those charged by private insurance 
companies,” said the announcement. 
In previous announcement it was 
said the rates would be 30 per cent 
lower. 

“The policies contain exceedingly 
liberal privileges,” continued. the 
announcement, “providing for cash 
and loan values, paid-up and extend- 
ed insurance, and further providing 
that the insured will be paid for life 
a monthly income in the event that 
he becomes totally and permanently 
disabled. All of these policies are 
incontestable from the date of issue 
and are free from restrictions as to 
residence, travel or occupation. The 
holders of the policies will be eligi- 
ble to share in and receive divi- 
dends from gains and savings, and 
the proceeds of the policies are ex- 
empt from all taxation. 

“Premiums on the new forms of 
government life insurance are pay- 
able monthly, but may be paid an- 
nually, semi-annually or quarterly. 
The monthly premiums, due the first 
of each month, may be paid at any 
time during the month.” 

Secretary Glass expressed the 
opinion that the “unusual values and 
liberal provisions” of the new forms 
“should encourage all holders of 
war-time term insurance to convert 
as rapidly as their financial cir- 
cumstances will permit, and in any 
event to continue without fail the 
largest possible proportion of their 
present insurance.” 

An opinion by Attorney General 
Palmer that insurance might be 
paid to the estates of deceased per- 
sons today removed the last ob- 
stacle to issuance of the new poli- 
cies.
